Establishment of Advanced Intelligence 
Seminar 

1. After much consideration of the problem of 
across-the-board higher level courses and their inter- 
relationships, we are ready to launch a new middle-and- 
senior-level course which will supersede the Intelligence 
Review and also meet some of the objectives of upper 
level courses offered for personnel of single directorates. 
The new two-week course will be titled the Advanced 
Intelligence Seminar . Its first running will be scheduled 
3 - 14 November at 1000 Glebe in place of the previously 
scheduled Intelligence Review , and other runnings are 
contemplated at the rate of two or three annually. An 

OTR Special Bulletin is being prepared to announce the 
course to Agency Training Officers. 

2. Although the Advanced Intelligence Seminar will 
emphasize major international and domestic trends affecting 
intelligence, it will also continue its predecessor's review 
of current and projected developments within the Agency 

and the Intelligence Community. To the extent possible, 
the new course will be conducted as a seminar, to encourage 
student participation and to promote dialogue with invited 
speakers, among whom will be academic and government people 
as well as senior Agency officials and substantive experts. 
Student participation will also be sought through brief 
individual presentations to the class concerning major 
duties, responsibilities, and problems, and through the 
discussion sessions which are scheduled following most of 
the formal presentations. As the attached draft schedule 
indicates, the number of formal presentations in the Advanced 
Intelligence Seminar is sharply reduced from normal level for 
the old Intelligence Review schedule. 

3. We are limiting the total enrollment to 35 and, in 
order to assemble a broadly representative Agency group, the 
number of students from any one Office or CS Division to 
three. Administrative details for Training Officers will 
follow in the Special Bulletin and other material.

1. The Office of Training has established a two-week 
course for middle-and-senior-level personnel from all 
directorates which will be titled the Advanced Intelligence 
Seminar. It will supersede the Intelligence Review and it 
will also meet some of the objectives of upper-level 
courses offered for personnel of individual directorates. 

The first running will be 3 - 14 November 1969, at 1000 
Glebe Road. A special Bulletin is being prepared to inform 
your Training Officers of administrative and other details. 

2. The Advanced Intelligence Seminar will give much 
emphasis to major international and domestic trends affecting 
intelligence, particularly this Agency, and will also 
continue the Intelligence Review function of alerting 
students to current and projected developments within the 
Agency and the Intelligence Community. Another major 
objective is to encourage maximum individual student 
participation through seminars and through dialogue with 
invited speakers, among whom will be academic and government 
people as well as senior Agency officials and substantive 
experts . 

3. In order to increase the seminar atmosphere, we 
are limiting the total enrollment to 35 and, in order to 
assemble a broadly representative Agency group, we are 
limiting enrollment to three students from any one Office 
or CS Division.
